The Mayor laid before the Oounoll the following resolution:

WHEREAS, Texas Public Service Company has presented to the Olty 00unoll tenta-

tive maps or plans showing the proposed construction of Its gas mains In the streets

In the Olty of Austin hereafter named, and said maps or plans have been considered

by the Olty Council; therefore,

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE 01TY COUNCIL OF THE OZTY OF AUSTIN:

THAT Texas Public Service Oompany be and the same IB hereby permitted to lay

and construct Its gas mains In and upon the following etreetfii

(1) A 1* Inch gas main In San Jaolnto Street, beginning at a point on an existing
gas main, which point of beginning is on the north line of East Sixth Street and 26
feet west of the east line of said San Jaolnto Street;

Thence In a northerly direction, 26 feet west of and parallel to the east line
of San Jaolnto Street to a point on an existing gas main In East Seventh Street,which
point is 21 feet south of the north line of said East Seventh Street. Said gas
main described above shall have a cover of not less than 2.3 feet*

(2) A ̂  Inch gas main In East Seventh Street, beginning at a point on an existing
gas main which point of beginning Is on the east line produced of Brazos Street and
26 feet south of the north line of East Seventh Street;

Thence In an easterly direction to the west line produced of San Jaolnto Street
Said gae main described above must be parallel to the center line of East Seventh
Street and must have a cover of not less than 2.g feet.

25 feet north of and parallel to the
south line of Watohlll Road to a point SB feet east of the west line of Pease
Road* Said gas main described above shall have a cover of not lese than 2.5
feet.

. (2) A ̂  Inch gas main in Hartford Road, beginning at a point 25 feet east of
and 25 feet north of the Intersection of the west line of Hartford Road and
the south line of Watohlll Road;

Thence In a northerly direction. 25 feet east of and parallel to the
west line of Hartford Road to the south line of Windsor Road. Said gas main
described above shall have a cover of not less than 2.5 feet.

(3) A ̂  Inch gas main in Woodlawn Boulevard, beginning at a point in Watohlll

Dear Sir:

We. the members of the Safety Oommittee of the Oity of Austin, have considered
the application of A. M* Dietrich for a permit to construct and operate a drive-in
gasoline filling station at 2601 Bast First Street, this property being described as
lots 1 and 2, Block S, Outlet 41, Division "0".

We, the Safety Oommittee, recommend that said permit be granted, subject to the
following oondltionei

(1) That all buildings and equipment shall be plaoed inside of the property line.
oorreot lines to be obtained before construction starts, or equipment installed* Linee
and grades to be obtained from the Olty Engineering Department for entrances and
driveways, building plane to be approved by the Olty Building Inspector.

(2) That ceiling of that portion of the building that extends over driveways shall
be covered with metal* Supports for portion extended over driveway to be supported
by brick or reinforced concrete pill are.

(3) That 'gasoline storage tanks and pumps and equipment used in oonneotion therewith
shall be of an approved type, and shall bear the label of the National Board of Fire
Underwriters. All equipment to be installed In compliance with Olty and State Regu-
lations governing such Installations. All equipment to be Inspected and approved
before being plaoed In service*

That gasoline pumps and other equipment used In oonneotion with the operation
of a gasoline filling station shall be so located that oars receiving service there-
from will not in any way obstruct the sidewalk, street or alleyway. The pumps shall
be at least ten (10) feet inside the property. That the length of all water hose
shall be suoh that any water leaking from same cannot reach the Olty sidewalk area
and that the length of all gasoline hose shall be such that a oar desiring service
cannot be served while any portion of said oar IB on the Oity sidewalk area*

(5) That electric lights only shall be used for lighting purposes, and all electric
wiring shall be done In compliance with regulations governing the wiring of gasoline
filling stations, and shall be approved by the Olty Electrical Department.

(6) That "NO SMOKING" signs shall be displayed at all times and no person shall be
permitted to smoke or have any open flame on premises where gasoline le sold or
stored*

(7) That there shall be kept In an accessible place at all times a chemical fire
extinguisher for emergency use*

(S) That if the station is built with a concrete floor, or if the natural floor ie
such that oils, water or grease would ever reach the Olty sidewalk area, then the
grades of the station shall be such that no waste oils or water, or any floor washing
shall ever pass over the Oity sidewalk area and that all of said oils and water shall
be concentrated into a combined grease and sand trap which shall be constructed in
accordance with our standard plan 2-H-4S, shall be conducted by a pipe oonneotion
from said sand trap to the nearest city storm sewer at the expense or the applicant.
Before commencement of any construction the applicant shall apply to the Olty Engineer
for an estimate of the cost of that portion of the storm aewer which will have to be
built within any city street or alley and shall deposit In escrow a sum equal to said
estimate with the Olty Finance Director.

(9) That all adjacent walks, and ramps on First Street and all adjacent walks, ramps,
gutters and curbs on San Saba Street shall be constructed of concrete before the
station is used.

(10) That the applicant shall construct all ramps, gutters and curbs and alley paving
in accordance with plan No. 2-H-73, which plan is hereby made a part of this resolu-
tion.

(11) That all gasoline pumps, tanks, equipment and piping connected thereto shall be
inspected and approved by the Oity Plumbing Inspector, and the mechanic employed by
the applicant to install the gasoline equipment shall apply to Plumbing Inspector for
a special permit and shall give Plumbing Inspector sufficient notice when ready for
inspection.

(12) That the applicant or the mechanic employed by the applicant to make the Install*
ation shall apply to the Inspector of Weights and Measures for inspection after the
Installation has been approved by the Plumbing Inspector*

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(13) That before using said station the owner shall apply to the City Engineer
for final Inspection when he considers that he has complied with all of the
requirements of the Oity.
